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1, The Syrian Ministry of Defense has purchased certain items of equipment 
and supplies from British merchants, with the aid of Colonel Js Gordon 
Fox, British Iflitery Adviser to the Syrian Defense Ministry. Colonel. 

Fox was sent by air to London to holp purchase this equipmens, under the 


supervision of the Syrian Legation. in Londone 


2. The shipmont was handled by the General Shipping and Forwarding Company end 
arrived in Beirut on tho ship CaNTAURUS on 8 Auguste On 9 August tho ship 
was boarded by a Syrian Army representative and a United Nations represor-ia- 
tive in Freneh Army uniform. With the permission of the ahip's master, the 
UN representative inspected the menifest. The whole cargo, marked "In 
Transit Damascus," was lnter unlosded into eustons' warehouses to be cleared 
without paynent upon arrival of the original bills of lading end imroices . 


3. The equipment is needed by the Syrien Defense Ministry before 1 September in 
order to equip the first of the regiments which will be called to arms under 
the new conscription law.
